gressional and state legislative 
districts come under the one- 
man, one-vote ruling of four 
years ago, when states were 
forced to begin reapportioning 
themselves, based on the 1960 
census. 
JUSTICES extended the rul­ 


ing to all local government, in­ 
cluding county, township, mu­ 
nicipalities and school districts, 
wrhich must have representation 
according to population. 
Skolnick has fought an uphill 
battle since 1966 with his law­ 
suit affecting Cook County.

Itasca has about 2.400 trees on 
its parkways. Close to 55 per 
cent, or 1,320 trees, are elms. 


During the past seven years, 
the village's trees have 
been 
dying at a rate of between 30 
and 90 per year. 
Itasca has an ordinance which 
requires that a diseased tree 
be removed and burned within 
IO days after the disease has 
been detected. 
Many of the 
trees fell victim to Dutch Elm 
disease.

BAGG SAID the “salary ask­ 
ed not only has made us com­ 
petitive but has allowed me and 
the principals to be selective in 
our teacher recruitment.” 
A pre-school orientation for 
parents of the 110 children cur­ 


rently enrolled for kindergarten 
classes next year will be held 
at 8 p.m. May 22 at Parkside 
School, Bagg announced. 


A resolution was passed by 
the board to form a committee 
to make up a tentative budget 
for the 1968-69 school year. The 
committee, headed by member 
Dr. Donald W. Lloyd, will also 
consist 
of 
Bagg 
and 
board 
members Melvin B. Luxenberg 
and Frank Zielinski. 


Four judges were approved 
for the April 13 school board 
elections. 
Tentative plans were made

A minor difference of opinion 
among board members develop­ 
ed in a series of resolutions to 
adopt the date for grade school 
commencement. 
Parkside S c h o o l Principal 
John Jaros sent a recommen­ 
dation to Bagg suggesting, in 
order of preference, that com­ 
mencement be held June 7, IO 
or ll, none of which conflicts 
with Lake Park High School 
commencement. 
A resolution to hold com­ 
mencement on June ll died in 


a 3-3 tie (only six of the seven 
members of the board were 
present). The next resolution for 
June 12 also died in the same 
tie. 
THE O N L Y resolution that 
could pass was one that gave 
Bagg the responsibility of set­ 
ting the date for commence­ 
ment. 
The issue that tied up the res­ 
olutions was the loss of aid 
awarded by the state for each 
child in school. The board esti­ 
mated that the district would 
lose about $1,200 if the gradu­ 
ates left school on the June 7 
date. The controversy over the 
two later dates involved about 
$300 in state aid. 
In opposing the June ll reso­ 
lution, board member Luxen­ 
berg said, “If this motion suc­ 
ceeds, it will be funds out of the 
school district.”

It was predicted by some economist a few years back who in 
pointing to this state of affairs said that because of our highly 
j sophiscated society of today a crisis of this kind would creep up 
like a thief in the night. Have you heard lately of anyone 
I preaching restraint? 


COMPOUNDING THIS problem is the growing plight of the 
farmer. His costs are rising rapidly but his income is not keeping 
pace. By the nature of his business he’s a borrower and he’s 
paying more for the money he uses. 


So we find a flashback back to the Depression Years, 
slaughtering hogs to force up prices. Think of what this means: 
Buying high priced equipment to raise corn, putting high priced 
fertilizer in the soil to produce greater yields, harvesting the 
corn and feeding it to the hogs, then killing and burying the hogs. 


This is happening in Illinois and in other states. Things are 
growing out of kilter in our economy, and the experts don’t seem 
to know’ how to prevent it. It’s like driving a high-speed car 
without know ing how to keep it on the road. 
To be sure, on a sheer materialistic basis, the farm popula­ 
tion accounts for only a 10th of the population . But it’s an 
important 10th. Illinois is the leading agricultural state in the 


union and the leading exporter. Last year it was the leading 
corn producer. 
Besides the nation’s farmers are not easily cowed. They’re 
well organized and still throw a lot of weight around in the 
political arena. 
The farmer is traditionally Republican but the New Deal 
I proved not to take him for granted. He knows how to raise hell! 
THIS BRINGS US to the tax dilemma in Illinois which the 
Democrats are calling a Republican tax program. In 1967 the 
Republican Legislature by-passed the governor, wrote and passed 
their own money bills. 
Now the State Supreme Court has 
knocked out practically all of them, last week $140 million sales 
tax bills as unconstitutional and previously $20 million in the 
much debated inheritance tax. 
Not a good tax leadership 
record! 
So until something constructive is accomplished to rectify 
the Illinois tax-money situation, it should be said that wre’re 
moving into the red to the extent of these tax bill failures. 
Meanwhile spending goes on and no gubernatorial aspirant has 
indicated in the slightest way what fiscal program is being 
planned to keep the state solvent. 
Maybe it’s time to inquire of the people who wish to set up 
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shop down at Springfield whether a little hard thinking along this 
line might be proper. 
TO COME UP with acceptable answers to provide money 
for the expanding services in Illinois—education, health, high­ 
ways, to name a few—some innovations will have to be made in 
tax raising methods and obsolete concepts discarded. 
At this writing no candidate for the head of this state has 
expressed any ideas whatsoever on how he would keep this state 
on the road to solvency (better still to get it back on that road). 
This is the most urgent issue in Illinois, how to raise money 
through taxation to pay for services that Illinois citizens have a 
right to expect without having the courts declare the methods 
unconstitutional. 
Without going into details here, courage and leadership are 
going to be required because to do the job a considerable 
departure prom present taxing practices is indispensable. 
The man who wants to be elected governor will have to lay 
it on the line. Illinois voters will see to that.

Tighter Controls 
Still Are Needed 


The DuPage County Board has 
still failed to come to grips with 
need 
for 
tighter 
control 
over 
spending by its members for ex­ 
penses incurred on county busi­ 
ness. 


A recent series of articles by 
county news editor Pat Hensel 
delved deeply into the question of 
board members’ spending habits. 
It produced no scandals. Nor did 
we expect to find any. 


But it did reveal a lack of strict 
accounting of expenditures and a 
lack of restraint on the part of 
a few members. 


Predictably, 
the 
series 
has 
evoked the usual boisterous re­ 
sponse on the part of a few offi­ 
cials who regard their conduct be­ 
yond the realm of critical public 
scrutiny. We are getting a little 
tired of individuals who throw tan­ 
trums every time we attempt to 
bring before our readers questions 
about county board spending. 


We believe the majority of 
ladies and gentlemen who serve 
on the board of supervisors wel­ 
comes regular examination and 
exposure by the press because 
their spending patterns indicate 
a commendable degree of re­ 
straint in the absence of ade­ 
quate guidelines. 


The articles did, however, un­ 
cover evidence that the expense 
spending system needs tightening. 
We found: 


—Some bills submitted without 
benefit of verifying receipts, even 
relatively 
substantial 
bills 
for 
hotel rooms. 


—Some board members charg­ 
ing the flat rate of IO cents per 
mile on trips, even when they ride 


Presidential Decision 
Took Courage, Dignity 


President Johnson’s announce­ 
ment that he would refuse to seek 
another term caught local as well 
as national political leaders by 
surprise. It heightened the likeli­ 
hood that Illinois—and Cook Coun­ 
ty in particular—will play a signif­ 
icant role in determining the 1968 
Democratic nominee. 


While stunned leaders of both 
national parties are still attempt­ 
ing to assess the full impact of 
the President’s decision, it is gen­ 
erally agreed that this election 
year promises to be one of the 
most exciting and unpredictable 
in modern history. 


Mayor Richard J. 
Daley of 
Chicago now emerges as perhaps 
the most important single political 
figure in the Democratic Party. 
And despite his good relations 
with Sen. Robert Kennedy, D-N.Y., 
Daley is yet uncommitted. Party 
spokesmen at both county and 
state levels warn it is too early 
to predict where the 
powerful 
Illinois Democrat will place his 
support. 


The President’s unexpected ac­ 
tion was courageous and handled 
with 
appealing 
dignity. 
Even 
those 
who 
have 
opposed 
his 
policies must salute him with new 


respect and admiration for placing 
his desire for peace above per­ 
sonal ambition. 


Johnson’s failure to unite the 
country behind the Viet Nam War 
undoubtedly was a major factor 
in his final decision. As he pointed 
out in his Sunday night broadcast, 
it would have been difficult for 
him to find time both to preside 
over the war and campaign for 
re-election, particularly since the 
opposition to him in the nation 
had reached the point where he 
could not venture openly into any 
major city without serious risk. 
His decision to retire from the 
partisan battleground thus avoids 
what promised to be a bitter and 
perhaps dangerous campaign. 


The President’s personal deci­ 
sion, coupled with his new over­ 
ture for peace in Viet Nam, is 
certain to result in an emotional 
and dramatic surge of public sym­ 
pathy in behalf of his policies. 
This new support brought on by 
action which Mayor Daley aptly 
described as “an historic moment 
in the Presidency” provides John­ 
son with a rare opportunity for 
high statesmanship in leading a 
more unified country in its quest 
for a responsible peace.

We do not think our series 
points a finger of serious wrong­ 
doing. It does, however, point a 
finger at loose, sloppy system of

We don’t think the board 
can continue to accept this kind 
of system without risking scandal. 


We reiterate a suggestion we 
made last year that clear, fair 
rules be established. These rules 
should apply equally to all mem­ 
bers of the board, and they should 
be as specific as possible. Need 
for groundrules, not criticism of 
individuals, was the essential point 
raised by these articles.

Man in the News 
Suburban School ‘Dean Looks Back 


by MARY DRESSER 


In the past 25 years, education in 
the United States has gone from read 
and rote to new math and learning 
by experimentation. 
Ralph E. Clabaugh, who retires this 
June as superintendent of Arlington 
Heights Elementary Dist. 25, has guided 
this educational change since 1943 when 
he left his job as superintendent of 
the Antioch school system to take over 
the 
20-classroom 
Arlington 
Heights 
system. 
The system had 18 full-time teachers 
and two principals who also taught 
classes. It also had a part-time drama 
teacher who doubled as a psychologist, 
one music teacher, one secretary and 
three custodians. 
The system had a good reputation 
in 1943 and Clabaugh believed he had 
a chance to do a solid job. 
“For one thing, the superintendent 
didn’t have to teach any classes and 
so he was free to plan and administer,” 
Clabaugh says. 
“ IN THOSE DAYS there were many 
systems where the superintendent also 
taught several classes.” 
The germ of the junior high school 
program was already present when 
Clabaugh arrived in Arlington Heights. 
A separate program for seventh and 
eighth 
graders, 
including 
shop 
and 
home economics, was in existence at 
North School. 
Today a separate junior high school 
for sixth, seventh, and eighth graders 
is accepted in most educational circles, 
but the idea was revolutionary back 
in 1943. 
Actually, 
the 
junior 
high 
school 
concept started as an attempt to use 
schools more efficiently. 
CLABAUGH MET intense resistance 
from school board members and parents 
who insisted on the old first-through- 
eighth grade system in schools. 
Clabaugh admits to a few days when 
he felt like packing up at three o’clock 
and leaving.” 
Arlington Heights eventually bought 
the idea of junior high schools because 
it was cheaper to centralize specialized 
facilities 
such 
as 
shop 
and 
home 
economics. 
TODAY, WHEN he is hailed as one 
of the founders of the junior high educa­ 
tional concept, Clabaugh is amused. 
He is not sure which came first, 
the idea or the practical need. 
During Clabaugh’s 25 years as super­ 
intendent, Dist. 25 has kept pace with

changes in educational methods, but 
it has rarely been in the forefront 
as an experimental district. 
Because of the explosive growth of 
Arlington Heights, the district has been 


continually forced to buy new school 
sites, build 15 new facilities, and hire 
more than 600 teachers. 
Innovations came into Dist. 25 in re­ 
sponse to need. 
Experiments in the 
field were left to districts with more 
money and less population growth. 
HOWEVER, IN THE 25-year period, 
Clabaugh has introduced several inno­ 
vations: 
—A special education department he 
admits is “not as big as it should 
be.” 
—A gifted child program he would 
like to expand if funds permit. 
—A staffed, centralized library in 
each school. 
—A “modest” team teaching pro­ 
gram that needs to employ more teach­ 
ers before it can actually get off the 
ground. 
—A closed circuit TV program that 
“needs more people” because the poten­ 
tial of this educational method has not 
been tapped. 
If a district wants the best educa­ 
tional 
system 
possible, 
Clabaugh 
is 
ready to peer into the future. 
HE SEES THE day when the ratio 
of 48 educators for each 1,000 students 
goes up to 75 per 1,000, allowing more 
personal student-teacher relationships. 
He sees the time when each teacher 
will be allowed to use at least one- 
fourth of his or her time away from 
the classroom studying and planning. 
Clabaugh sees a full year’s employ­ 
ment for each teacher and a profes­ 


sional salary schedule that will allow 
teachers to devote their full efforts 
to education. 
He sees teachers involved in direct­ 
ing the course of education rather than 
submitting to the unquestioned decisions 
of administration. 
He sees more administrative person­ 
nel rather than less in the future. 
The principal cannot be an expert on 
everything, Clabaugh insists, and he 
needs the help of consultants who know 
their own field. 
The guidance program will be ex­ 
panded, he believes, allowing the aver­ 
age child to receive the personal guid­ 
ance now reserved for students with 
serious physical or mental problems. 
He sees the development of a pre­ 
kindergarten program which will start 
children in school at age three or four. 
HE WANTS to bring adult education 
courses into the schools to help parents 
find the best methods of developing 
their children. 
“And I would like to double the 
space given to the children,” he con­ 
cludes. 
“Today they are confined to 
a small restricted space. That is why 
we insist on such things as silence. 
Actually we are violating the nature 
of children.” 
Clabaugh has spent 25 years as a 
superintendent, not a teacher, but he 
still remembers children like to “mess 
around,” and make noise, and learn 
things without waiting in line for an­ 
swers. 


Percy 
Hits 
‘W 
allaceTheory of Riots 


“The most serious challenge to our 
nation since the Civil War” is the 
potential division of America into black 
and white societies, according to Sen. 
Charles H. Percy (R-Ill.). 
Speaking before the Executive Club 
of Chicago, Percy said there are “no 
cheap and easy solutions” to the present 
crisis, and decried those who offer such 
solutions. 
Percy cited former Alabama Gov. 
George Wallace as one who propounds 
simplistic solutions to complex prob­ 
lems. Wallace spoke to the Executive 
Club Feb. 16. 
“ TO THE EXTENT that the Ameri­ 
can people respond to the glib rhetoric 
and demagoguery of George Wallace, 
the future of the kind of society we 
must create is put in doubt,” Percy 
said. 


“How simple life would be if we 
could accurately blame the riots on 
a conspiracy by Communists and an­ 
archy, as Mr. Wallace would have us 
do. Then perhaps we could ignore the 
slums with their dark stairways, the 
urine in the halls, the garbage in 
the streets, rats as large as cats scurry­ 
ing among the children, the children 
crowded four or more to a single bed. 
“According to the Wallace Theory 
of Riots we could simply dispatch the 
FBI to round up all the Communists, 
and we would no longer be bothered 
by this messy business. We would not 
have to think in terms of hard decisions, 
past failures and sacrifice. 
“The 
trouble 
with 
the 
Wallace 
Theory is that it bears little relation 
to reality,” Percy said. 
Percy said there must be a “drastic 


cut” in nonessential spending coupled 
with a IO per cent surtax if the United 
States is even to begin meeting the 
crisis of the cities. 
EVEN THIS WOULD not provide 
all the funds necessary for implement­ 
ing the recommendations of the U.S. 
riots commission, Percy said. 
Percy outlined a number of steps 
which he said could be taken to begin 
to meet the urban crisis. 
He placed 
heavy emphasis on programs which 
would involve private enterprise to the 
maximum extent. 
“The world is looking to see if 
America has the courage, the determi­ 
nation and the leadership required to 
nation-build in its own back yard,” 
Percy said, “to pay its bills, to develop 
a sense of national purpose and to 
unify behind it.”

the inform ation that it was 
a control panel, not a pump, 
that w as causing the trouble. 
From his rem arks I gathered 
that the dam age to th? control 
panel was not a sudden hap­ 
pening. but the result of pro­ 
longed m isuse or wear.

I 
can rem em ber m any tim es in 
my seven years as a m em ­ 
ber of the county board where 
Mr. Ronske would ask me to 
represent either him or the 
entire county board of super­ 
visors at a specific meeting. 
2. P at Hensel goes on fur­ 
ther in her article to state 
that, “ It is frowned upon to 
have only two m em bers of the 
county board in attendance at 
com m ittee 
m eetings.” 
This 
again is an untrue statem ent. 
P a t 
Hensel 
has 
led 
the 
readers in the past to believe 
that 
there 
are 
too 
m any 
m em bers 
attending 
county 
board 
m eetings 
of 
various 
com m ittees. However, now she 
contradicts herself by saying 
only one, two or three m em ­ 
bers are attending m eetings. 
We of the county board are 
very m uch in dem and at this

and 
it is every day 
routine to have as m any as 
two or three m eetings in pro­ 
gress at the sam e tim e and 
are expected to attend them 
all.

Action, not just discussion, 
is what’s happening at the 
youth meetings. To go to one 
is to become incited in the 
cause of actually getting some 
place for high school kids.

Turned into a casserole, the 
top is sprinkled with bread 
crumbs and parmesan cheese. 
Individual sea shells may be 
used, if desired.

which the bone is exposed so 
it can wear a paper frill. 
They’ll taste the same, of 
course, if they're roasted in the 
same way, says Reba Staggs, 
meat authority.
